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(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To avoid the effect on other terminal device 
by allowing a telephone set interface circuit to 
supervise a terminal device and applying power-on reset 
to a line if a fault exists so as to restore 
automatically only the line of the faulty terminal device. 

CONSTITUTION: A telephone set interface circuit 1 uses 
a port B of a CPU 2 at initial setting to turn on a 
switch 3 thereby starting a terminal device 4. In this 
case, a port A recognizes whether or not the reply of 
polling exists and It is regarded that no terminal 
device is connected to a line having no reply. Then the 
port A is used and polling reply is given to a terminal 
to be connected thereby supervising illegal data 
reception and polling unreply, and when a faulty 
terminal device is recognized, the port B is operated to 
turn off the switch 3 so as to cut off the power supply 
from a power supply 5, the terminal device 4 is brought 
into the power-down state and a terminal control circuit 
6 is reset. After a prescribed time, the port B is 
operated to turn on the switch and the power is 
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
